Less than 100 of the 700 employes 
of the Goodyear Clearwater mill at 
Ateo, one mile from Cartersville, were 
on strike Friday night but the at- 
mosphere was extremely tense as “fly- 
ing squadrons” threatened the work- 


ers. 

The large mill and its grounds pre- 
sented a warlike scene with spe- 
cial armed deputies guarding every ap- 
proach. Sheriff Gaddis and his force 
had set up heavy barricades to all en- 
trances and all roads leading to the 
mill were under heavy guard to fore- 
stall “flying squadrons,” several of 
which have been reported heading to- 
ward Atco. 

Strikers and their sympathizers con- 
gregated in groups at some distance 
from the mill but dispersed readily on 
the approach of deputies. 

In a hosiery mill at Cartersville the 
500 workers were doing their duties as 
usual Friday and officials said that 
operations would be continued normal- 
ly today. 

At the Goodyear plant, machine 
guns were nestled behind barricades 
and some were set up on the roof. 
The deputies also had tear gas bombs 
and three armored trucks patrolled 
the roadways near the plant. 

The Goodyear plant ran normally 
Friday. Its employes were unwilling 
to join the general national textile 
walkout as they already received more 
than.NRA wages. it was said. 

for Week-End. 

The Goodyear mill has been operat- 
ing in the face of the general strike 
situation but closed Friday night for 
the week-end holiday as usual. It em- 
ploys normally about 700 workers. 
The Cartersville mill has been closed. 
It employs about 300 persons. Eighty- 
six sheriff's deputies have been on 
duty in the mill district as a result 
of reports of activities of flying squad- 
rons of strike sympathizers operating 
in the vicinity. 

The Bartow county situation de- 
veloped after a day which saw vigor- 
ous action of law enforcement forces 
of Georgia, headed by the governor, 
to stamp out violence in connection 
with the strike and to assure every 
employe of a Georgia mill the right 
to work without interference or peril 
of lite or limb. 

The Griffin mills, which shut down 
Thursday and some of their workers 
walked out, announced Friday that 
they would reopen Monday morning 
“at the usual hour“ and employes were 
told to report back for duty.

“cannot be escaped by th who 
have loosed flying squadrons upon cit- 
nens desiring only to work.” 

“It may be that the appalling vio- 
lence of the last few days in Rhode 
Island must be attributed to forces 
beyond the control of 'the strike Mad- 
ers,” Sloan continued, “but those who 
set flying squadrons loose upon whole 
communities must assume original re- 
sponsibility for giving other lawless 
elements of that state such an oppor- 

“This industry has 
strikebreakers to run its mills. It 
has armed no thugs. In every case 
where local authority has asserted it- 
self to resist the armed invasion of 
flying squadrons, employes at work 
have remained at work.

Minute Men in Rhode Island 


NORTH SMITHFIELD, R. I.; 
Sept. 14-—M)—“The spirit of 76 
was abroad in this old New England 
community tonight, and the “minute- 
men of 34 were ready to defend 
their homes and their property, just 
as were their Revolutionary ancestors. 

Nearly 80 serious, 8 eiti- 
zens, including many of the town’s 

ost prominent busi men, were pa- 
trolling the streets, or in readiness 
to answer the alarm of a speeding, 
modern Paul Revere. All were armed 
with their own weapons, some with 
sporting rifles, others with their dou- 
ble-barreled shotguns. One old-time 
40-30 rifle, resembling the Revolution- 
% ary war muazzle-loader, was borne by 
the 50-year-old owner of North Smith- 
field’s largest department store. 

They were “vigilantes” especially 
deputized as constables by Chief of 
Police William J. Alldire to assist in 
defending the town, and the homes 
and property of its citizens, against 
the “hoodlum” crowd that attacked 
police and national guardsmen and 
smashed and looted stores and shops, 
wantonly destroyed thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property, and terrorized 
the entire Franco-American district in 
nearby Woonsocket yesterday. 

Among the shops looted were two 


liquor stores and a hardware store 
where rifles and automatie shotguns, 
together with ample supplies of am- 
munition were carried off, 

Chief Allaire received reports that 
the leaders of the Woonsocket crowd, 
flushed with their success in the 
first raid but somewhat cowed by 
the bayonets and machine and riot 
guns of the 600 national guardsmen 
on duty there, were planning to car- 
ry tleir forays into this peaceful little 
community which adjoins Woonsock- 
et. 

His entire force numbered but 
eight constables, so he applied to the 
citizenry. The response was tremen- 
dous. So he selected approximately 
75 of the most .responsible—‘“all ma- 
ture men who could be entrusted with 
authority“ —as he described it, and 
deputized them. 

Most of them are members of the 
local Rod and Gun Club and consid- 
ered excellent marksmen. They will 
serve indefinitely and at their places 
of business keep their guns ready.

Bump Releases Oklahoman 
From Kidnapers’ Automobile 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Sept. 14. 
(?)—Kidnaped, tortured and held for 
$50,000 ransom, H. D. Snell. 42, of 
Cordell, Okla., was freed accidentally 
today when his abductors’ automobile, 
bounding along a highway north of 
San Antonio, threw him through a 
door he had managed to open. 

He lay unconscious for several hours 
on the unpaved road until a special 
policeman saw him and took him to 
police headquarters. There he told 
how the kidnapers choked him, stepped 
on his neck and poked pistols in his 
side. They did not take $56 in his 
pockets. 

“I told them to go ahead and kill 
me; I wouldn’t sign anything,” he 
told officers.

The. four du Ponts of Delaware, 
three brothers and a cousin, were on 
hand to testify before a committee of 
senators which is looking into the 
munitions ness. Few persons in 
this world have ever looked upon 80 
much wealth on the hoof. Reading 
from left to right they were Ireuee, 
Pierre and Lamont, the brothers, big 


men with aquiline noses and a dis- 


tinct resemblance, and, over on the 
end} Felix. Felix has a straight nose 
and is a little more dressy than the 
brothers. Felix smoked a cigaret, La- 
mont a cigar and Irenee a pipe with 
a bowl as big as a potato, but Pierre 
didn’t smoke at all. 

The du Ponts are an old American 
family.

Horace Russell, general counsel of 
the board, and W. F. Penniman, as- 
sistant general manager of the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation. 
Former Residents. 
Both Mr. Penniman and Mr. Rus- 
sell are former residents of Atlanta. 
Mr. Penniman was attached to the 
Atlanta offices of the corporation at 
the time of its organization, while 
Mr. Russell is a former president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 
Already. the board has designated 
Hugh B. Fleece, formerly attached to 
Washington headquarters, as manager 
of the new ‘Atlanta regional office and 
he has been in the city for several 
weeks perfecting preliminary details. 
The Atlanta regional office will sup- 
ervise the collection of principal and 
interest due on all.loans made by the 
corporation in Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama and the two Carolinas, of which 
there are some 34,600 to date. Ulti- 
mately it is expected that the number 
of such loans will be considerably 


higher. 
To Renew Loans. 

Routine work of servicing and col- 
lecting will be carried on through the 
various state organizations now func- 
tioning. while the regional office will 
have physical possession of all files 
relating to loans closed in the area 
and will conduct the review and ex- 
amination of loans in the five states— 
an operation which heretofore has 
béen undertaken in Washington. 

It was emphasized by officials that 
all borrowers whose loans have been 
granted by the. corporation should ad- 
dress correspondence in the future to 
the regional office in Atlanta rather 
than to Washington, as has previously 
been the case. The new Atlanta of- 
fice will be located in the John Silvey 
building. K a 

Trained personnel who have been 
engaged in the work in Washington 
have been transferred to Atlanta 80 
that no additional employes’ will be 
taken on. Officials did not revea: the 
number involved in the transfer. 

To Relieve Pressure. 


The Atlanta office is intended not 
only to relieve pressure in the Wash- 
ington headquarters due to the steadily 
rising number of loans closed, but to 
establish closer contact with the state 
organizations as well as with borrow- 
ers and applicants. Board officials 
have made clear that collections and 
obligations due the corporation will be 
followed up promptly, thus carrying 
out provisions of the Home Owners 
Loan act requiring monthly payments 
by all borrowers sufficient to pay in- 
terest and retire the principal of their 
loans within 15 years. 

Assistant General Manager Penni- 
man, a native of Georgia, was given 
the task chiefly of organiging the new 
Atlanta regional office.

Grover Whalen brought a salvo of 
applause when he scotched the notion 
that the general might retire as na- 
tional administrator. 

Preceding General Johnson on the 
platform, Mayor Fiorello La Guardia 
urged that extension of the NRA, due 
to expire in June, 1935, be enacted by 
congress in January—“otherwise there 
will be several months of dull busi- 
ness in anticipation of the cut-throat 
competition to come.“

“What is it that labor eo 
mands? A 30-hour week, a 
cent increase in the wages of N 5 
But, adding the processing tax to the 
increase in the price of cotton and 
increase of labor wages under NRA., 
the cost of cotton goods has been 
doubled. 

“The increase in the price of raw 
cotton alone has been 100 per cent— 
and the farmer and the workman are 
yet to be heard from. The price of 
overalls and cotton work gloves has 
increased 100 per cent.

She has never been away from home 
before and she would like to make 
the most of her social as well as 
her educational advantages. 


A girl may. live in her own home, 
have occasional contacts with people 
on the outside and conceal her real 
nature from those people with whom 
she is thrown casually, but when she 
goes to college and sleeps under the

Is Expected by Christmas 


“Unofficial” Engagement 
of Otto to Princess Maria 
of Italy Made Known by 
Ex- Empress Zita.

BRUSSELS, Sept. 14.—The Haps- 
burgs, at last, are going home te 
Austria. 1 i 

Sources close to thé royal family 
that once ruled the mighty empire of 
Austria-Hungary said this evening 
that former Empress Zita, widow of 
the late Emperor Charles I, who lost 
his throne in the upheaval that fol- 


lowed the World War, expects to be 


living in Austria by Christmas. 
Preparations are already under way 
at Steenockerzeel castle here for the 


return of Zita and her eight children, 
including Archduke Otto, the Haps- 
burg pretender to the thrones of Aus- 
tria and Hungary. 

Permission Granted. 

Permission has been granted the 
family, it was understood, to reside 
in Austria as plain, ordinary citizens 
of that present-day republic. 

Tonight Zita, her month’s stay at 
Villa Pianore, the Bourbon-Parma 
estate at Viareggio, Italy, at an end, 
was hurrying back to Brussels, while 
Otto, too, was en route to the castle 
here after his tour of Seandinavia. 

At Viareggio just before her de- 
parture Zita received King Victor 
Emmanuel and Queen Elena, of Italy, 
and after their call the “unofficial” 


engagement of Otro to Princess Maria, 


of Italy, was made known. | 

But for Zita that triamph of match- 
making must have been surpassed by 
the knowledge that tier 16 years of 
exile—an exile that has sent her to 
Madeira, to Spain, to France, to 
2 to Belgium—was nearing its 
end. 

If they go back to Austria, it was 
stated here, Otto must expressly prom- 
ise that he will in no way seek to se- 
cure the monarchy’s restoration —un- 
less Europe’s great powers, their in- 
terest focused on Austria by the past 
year’s events, consent. 

To Get Estates. 

In exchange for Otto's word, it was 
explained, part of the Hapsburg’s 
great estates confiscated after the fall 
of the dynasty wiil be returned to 
them. 

An agreement to this effect was 
reached recently at conferences among 
the powers, it was said. 

(Representatives of Italy, France 
and Great Britain have heen report 
in frequent conversation with Chan- 
eellor Kurt Schuschnigg. of Austria, 
at Geneva these past few days. 
monarchist sympathizer, Schuschnigg 
recently visited Premier Benito Mus- 
solini at Florence, and they discussed.

CHARGES INVESTIGATED 
AGAINST GULF STE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(/)— 
The steel labor board heard claims 
today that the Gulf States Steel Com- 
pany, of Birmingham, Ala., had vie- 
lated the national recovery act in re- 
fusing to bargain with the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, and discriminating 
against union members. 

Former employes of the company’s 
Gadsden, Ala., mil] testified they were 
removed from the company’s pay roll 
for apparently no other reason than 
their activities with the Amalgamated 
Association. 

An attorney for the mill readily ad- 

mitted his company had declined to 
recognize Amalgamated as represent- 
ing the mill employes, contending this 
organization represented only a small 
percentage of the workers. 
The attorney sought to draw from 
the union witnesses testimony to show 
they were discharged for inefficiency 
— reduced operations of the mill 
rather than for union activities. 

The company. the attorney said, had 
no intention of recognizing Amalga- 
mated as representing its workers.

My great- 
est ambitions are to be an aviator 
and an orchestra leader. 

“Your Corner has helped me more 
in general science than any book 1 
have read at school. I have read 
it for a long time, and would like 
to join your scrapbook club.

Learn certain important things about 
a subject, and then build your knowl 
edge around those things. 

If I were teaching in a school, the 
first thing I would do would be te 
show the pupils the value they might 
obtain from the subjects they were 
about to start studying. Something 
of this kind is done very often, but 
perhaps „t enough of it. 

Many universities accept students 
who have not studied Latin, but the 
subject is of value for other reasons. 
Thousands of our English words came 
from Latin, and to know it well 
should help us to write better Eng 
lish. A student could play a game 
of his own by going through his Latin 
textbook and making a list of all the 
words he could find like the English. 
Some words taken into our language 
from Latin have been changed in their 
meanings; and a special list of such 
changes might be made. 

Latin contains many strange words, 
as well, and there is need for drill 
on many of them. If we first get 
the more important nouns and verbs 
clearly in mind, and then build on 
our knowledge, we may not find Latin 
so hard after all. 

During this school year, we shall 
have several stories about ancient 
Rome, and I hope they will help 
Latin students as well as those study- 
ing history. Our recent series about 
schools might be of value in civics.

and provisions varying from 12 cents 
setback to 17 cents gain. 

A heavy tone in coarse grains, es- 
pecially oats, started corn downhill, 
with rye, barley and wheat following 
in rapid order. Action of oats prices 
pivotéd mainly on reports of Argen- 
tine oats competing northward from 
New Orleans because of low rates for 
large shipment by river. 

Adding to weakness of wheat were 
reports from Kansas City that farm- 
ers southwest were preparing to plant 
a large winter wheat acreage, rains 
having insured a favorable seed bed 
for the coming crop. 

Corn prices broke independently 
owing to government suggestions that 
farmers dispose of surplus pigs by 
October 1,
